A. R. Powell, who operates two 


groceries at Unton. was found guilty 
of having misrepresented the amount 
of sugar on hand .Inly 1, and was de- 
prived of the privilege of selling 
sugar until October 1. Powell made 
an affidavit that he had 1,0(10 pounds 
of sugar on hand and an investiga- 
tion disclosed S.5CO pounds.

Threshing ana. buying «i •»»»*; 


wheat is: absolutely contrary to'the 
desires and purposes of the Food Ad- 
ministration, and is contrary to the 
principles of food conservation. Wheat 
should not be threshed or' purchased 
containing over 14 per cent, .moisture. 
Dealers who purchase damp wheat 
and permit it to get out of condition 
will be considered guilty of contribut- 
ing to the destruction of foodstuff-. •! 


It will be considered an unfair 


practive for buyers of wheat to place, 
intentionally, a lower grade on wheat 
than that to which it is entitled under 
the federal standard. Protests have 
been received by the Food Adminis- 
tration and by the State Council of | 
Defense, that hujers in some in,, 
stances, were endeavoring to buy 
wheat below its real value through 
an inferior grading. The U. S. Grain 
Corporation says it will not be an un- 
fair practice to pay the basic No. 1 
price on wheat even if the wheat 
grades lower. 
Conviction for unfair 


practice carries a penalty of for- 
feiture of license, which means elimi- 
nation from business, and all such at- 
tempts to deprive the wheat grower 
of the price to which he is honestly 
entitled under the regulations should 
be reported at once. 


Except that Victory bread may con- 


tain 73 pounds of wheat flour, 20 
pounds of substitutes and 5 pounds of 
rye flour, which latter permission is 
intended to take care of stocks of rye 
carried over from last year's.harvest 
and where new rye is coming in, the

August allotments are to be issued. 


A quarter of a pound a week loss 


will be issued to each consumer as 
the new rulings 
are 
enforced and 


according 
to 
M. -V. Spivey, 
city 


food administrator, the .grocers will 


allowed to issue 
only half 
a 


pound of sugar each 
week 
to a 


consumer instead of three-quarters 
of n pound as was the custom 'lur- 
ing former months. Mr. Spivey lias 
received instructions concerning the 
enforcement of the new regulations 
which will be effective until at least 
October, when the beet sugar crop 
will be available. 


The restricted 
individual ration 


implies no modification of depart- 
ure from the food administration's 
policy of encouraging canning, with- 
out the use of sugar whenever pos- 
sible—but canning by all means. Be- 
cause the foreign demand has grown 
so great that much of Hie amount 
anticipated for canning purposes is 
being utilized,
